Eastern complications are apparently 
interuiinablo unci judging from tho tone 
of recent diipatchus from Cairo it 
■would seem that England and probably 
France will experience some difficulty 
in dealing i.th the pLrfidioua Khedive. 
AaWiiiive ilready briefly explained 
ISM.ilL PAsfiA hna assumed the respon- 
sibility of liisuiissing Rivers Wilson, 
.Minister of Finance, and De Bligni- 
ERES, Minister of Public Works. The 
appointments were made by tho Eng- 
lish and French Goyisrnmenta ' on • the 
suggestion of tho Khedive* in order 
that certain internal reforms might bo 
instituted iiud protection aflbrded to 
the holdcr.s of Egyptian bond.s. On 
their assumption of offico tho two min- 
ist'^ra directed tlieir attention and en- 
ergies to the task before • them,, acting 
in tho capacity of coadjutors to NuDAU 
Pasiia, who had been chosen by 
Franco and England and was virtually 
tho chief of the trio. P.ut tho Khedive 
is unfortunately a very extravagant 
sovereign and tho reforms introduced 
were > productive of econoinics -n'hich 
were unpalatable to him. Hie pride 
and hia great lovo for absolute power 
revolted against tho omnipotence of 
NuuAii Pasiia and the foreign minis- 
ters; and to him tho idea of saving 
Egypt from tho Khedivo and tho Khe- 
dive from- himself yeryr soon appeared 
to bo nob only pretentious but positive- 
ly .obnoxipua. Almost from tho first 
thereforo'he seems to have resolved to 
extricate himself from his compact 
with England and Prance, without, if 
possible, striking at the representative 
of either of these powera In order to 
gain his end he' accomplished the over- 
throw of NuHAR Pasiia in the belief 
that he could persuade England and 
Franco that his sole de.sire was the con- 
fii-mation of the joint tutelage. He 
also hoped that tho fall of 
HuBAR would bo convincing evi- 
dence of that Armenian's unpopularity, 
which, ui turn, reflecting on Rivers 
Wilson and DkBligxieues, would 
eventually I'csult in their recall. That 

- Ismail Pasha's expectations have not 
been fully realized and that his subtle- 
ty has not had its desired effect either 
in London or in Paris is evidenced by 
the fact that neither the British nor 
French government hay instructed its 
rcpresentativiis to resign. Thn Khedivo, 
however, docs not appear to have taken 
judicious cognizance of this circum- 
stance,. inasmuch OS he has formed 
•what ho is pleased to term "a truly 
Egyptian cabinet," in which of course 
it is intended neither Rivers Wilson 
nor DeBlionieres shall have a voice. 
These statesmen have, nevertheless, de- 
clined to vacate their posts unless au- 
thorized, to do so by their governments, 
who will doubtless approve of their 
firmness. In his efforts to excite jeal- 
ousy and mistrust between England 
and France, Isjiail Pasha has utterly 
failed, and ho will in all probability 
learn to his cost that ho will not be 
permitted to tamper with the treaty by 
which ho is bound. We shall be sur- 
prised if England and France are not 
fully determined to continue to-day 
and maintain to-morrow that which 
they underlook but a short time since. 
No division can exist on the score of 
interests, for on the one hand France 
has her prestige and commerce in 
Egypt to.preserve, whilst on the other 
England is largely involved in the in- 
dependence and prosperity of that 
country owing to tho great advant- 
ages it affords her in her communica- 
tion with her Asiatic possessions. If 
tho Khedive should deem it prudent to 
pursue a course of repudiation and per- 
fidy he will bring upon himself a strug- 
gle in which he would be taught to ac- 
cord re.speot to those who have it in 
theii' power to demand it. The dis- 
missal of his illegally appointed cabinet 
seems to be the only stop he can now 
tak^' fo ^ avert a danger for which he

Kali)h Ingham, on remand, cliarged 
with stealing from Ro.ss B;iy Cemetery 
four metal pillars and chains worth ^■40, 
tho property of Capt. Thaiu. 

Tlio Captain sworo ho suapectcil these 
things wore stolen hy Ingham and identi- 
fied the pillars, \rhich are.noir round tho 
grave of Jfrs. Bulcr. 

A lady also identified tho pillars. 
She paid .?11 to Ingham for renovating a 
gravestone; never gave him pcriniasion to 
take the pillars. 

Mr. Buhler provod'tliat he purchased 
tho pillars from Ingham for §5. 

Mr. Johnson, for the prisoner, said it 
was not reasonable to suppose that ho had 
stolen tho posts. A groat many persons 
knew that they had been tho property of 
Capt. Thain. If Ingham had stolon them 
he would not have put them up in tho 
same cemetery without making anj' at- 
tempt to conceal tho fact. Tho truth is 
Ingham got tho pillars from Mrs. Thaiu 
as part payment of account and she for- 
got that part of tho transaction. It was 
a case that should bo decided in tho 
County Court and not by a criminal pro- 
ceeding. 

Mr. Theo. Davio,fortheproBecution, said 
that when a person is discovered in pos- 
session of anothec's property he must ac- 
count for it. This the dcfondant had 

failed to do, and it was tho Judge's duty 
to send tho case up for trial. 

Tho Judge decided to send it to a 
higher court, and tho defendant was or- 
dered to find two sureties in tho num of 
§100 and himself in §200 to' appear when 
called. 

On tho information of Dr. Matthews 
and Dr. Helmcken an order was issued to 
tho Inspector of Pclico directing him to 
convey Edwanl St. Germain to tho luna- 
tic asylum. 

Tho Court then adjourned till 11 
o'clock on Saturday next.

To day Smith 
was sitting in a chair sleijping near tho 
stove in the Royal Hotel, when Moore 
came in and pulled him over and kick- 
ed hiin in the face and head. The bar- 
tender called on .Moore to stop, and 
told hira to get out of the house, when 
Moore put on his coat and went aw.ty. 
Smith was then carrietl.into the wash- 
room, where he died in a few minutes. 
Moore gave himself up to Constable 
Kecney, who placed him in gaol. 

j\IoNTREAL, March 26.— Mr. Carter, 
Q. C, made a forcible speech in favor of 
the capiased Goldring. He charged 
thti Hochelaga Bank directors with ac- 
quiescing in the purchase by Paquot of 
the phosphate mines, and then when 
they saw it would be a bad speculation 
they had the audacity to come forward 
and demand the sum of $87,000.

Having thus proved his gallantry and 
humanity, ho went homo and — commit- 
ted suicide. 

Tho King and Qucon of Italy ab- 
sented themselves from the Cor.so dur- 
ing the recent carnival, through fear, 
it is thought, of assassination. It was 
also remarked that no cook's costumes,' 
which have hitherto been so popular, 
were seen in any of the masquerades 
this year. Pasamanto, tho attempted 
regicide, was a cook. 

It is perhaps not generally known 
that tho late General Von Boon ob- 
tained considerable reputation as a 
teacher of geography, and that a pop- 
ular schoolbook known a.s Cornwall's 
Geography, which has gone through 
nearly sixty e'ditions, is a translation of 
a work published by the late Ru.ssian 
War Minister, more than thirty years 
ago. 

Thero was an extraordinary scene in 
a Roman Catholic Church, at Warring- 
ton, England, the other day. During 
mass, a sergeant in a militia cavalry 
regiment drew his sword, and leaping 
to the altar, proceeded to cut every- 
thing ujiou it to pieces. The unfor- 
tunate man hud gone mad. He de- 
clared that Christ had appeared to him 
and ordered him to destroy the Pope. 

Trichinosis seems to bo bocomiug 
common all over the world. Twelve 
workmen in a brewery at St. Peters- 
burg were attacked by this horrible ail- 
ment a short time ago, and their symp- 
toms being misunderstood at first, 
gave rise to a report that the plague 
had broken out, and for a little while 
there was a general panic. Diseased 
pork, as usual, was at the liottom of 
tho mischief. 

Mr. John Burns, tho head of tlie 
Cunard company, has published a let- 
ter of grave import to British work- 
men, in which ho contrasts the conduct 
of English and Belgian mechanics. 
The former, he .says in cfl'ect, aro al- 
ways ready to strike upon the least 
provocation, wlicrcas the latter aro 
perfectly willing, even eager, to work 
overtime to finish a job, and that, too, 
without any demand for extra pay. 

It is almost decided that the Paris 
Exhibition building and all its an- 
no.xes will be entirely demolished, and 
the Champs de Mars relegated to its 
old occupation as a drilling ground. A 
scheme for preserving about one-third 
of the temporary construction for a 
permament exhibition has been con- 
demned on account of the unfitness of 
the locality, as it at Jprcsont stands, 
and the great exiiciise wliicli would be 
involved in indispensable alterations. 

Blondin, the hero of Niagara, as ho 
loves to call himself, is still pursuing 
bis perilous course upon tho tight-rope, 
after making and losing half a dozen 
fortunes.

TUADE PBOSPEOTS^aLOOMT.' - 



London, April 2. — David Mclver, 
ono of tho proprietors of the Cunard 
line, and a meniber of Parliament, 
writes that he does not know of any 
nation whose trade prospects are so 
gloomy as, those of Great Britain. Brit- 
ish exports to the United States arc 
comparatively nothing in volume or 
value, the balance of trade is so over- 
whelmingly against Great Britain. Ho 
sees nothing except ruin for her home 
industries, whether manufacturing or 
agricultural, if the present state of 
things is allowed to continue. Tho 
export trade from Liverpool to tho 
United States is so small tiiat when 
restrictions on the importation of Unit- 
ed States cattle are removed it is in- 
tended to make outward voyages with 
water-ballast only, ship-owners being 
unwilling to scramble for the little out- 
ward freight recently parried as ballast 
at nominal rates. 

Tho Times points out that, despite 
the accumulation of this deficit, the 
country roalh' has been paying its way, 
ns it has, while the deficit was accumu- 
lating, and devoted more than throe 
inillion pounds annually to the reduc- 
tion of the debt. It deprecates, under 
the circumstances, any increase in tax- 
ation merely to pay the debt; or, if 
such must be imposed, it would recom- 
mend an additional penny of income 
tax, instead of disturbing trade by an 
increase of indirpct taxation. 



Desthitction of a Mlssioxary Party 
IN Central Africa. — A recent issue 
of the Fall Mall Gazette gives an ac- 
count of the doings of the various mis- 
sionary parties that are now in Central 
Africa, and relates particulars of sev- 
eral collisions which they have experi- 
enced with tho native tribc!. The 
Abl.ifl Dcbaize, sent out by the French 
Government, ■ who, when last heard 
from, was on his way to Ujiji to cross 
Africa to the west before reaching 
Unyanyembc, came upon some men 
under command of a chief who is a 
rival of the present Sultan of Unyany- 
embc, and found in their possession 
ten tusks of ivory, which they had 
plundered from an Arab caravan. 
Discovering their character and that 
they were spying out his position in 
order to bring down a gang of robbers 
upon.bim, the Abbe attacked the party, 
killing all of them and taking the 
ivory and two women slaves to 
Unyanyembo. After this a party of 
the Church Missionary Society of 
England came up and, discovering that 
another party was plundering in that 
vicinity, took a by-road and avoided' 
the danger. Another party from the 
same society, under "conduct of Mr. 
Penrose, fell into tho hands of the 
gang, howevc-r, and were attacked near 
a pool of water, where the thick trees 
gave cover to the enemy. Mr. Penrose 
was killed, together with sixty-two of 
his men, chiefly porters, but including 
ten natives of Zanzibar. Mr. Penrose 
fought bravely, holding the robbers in 
chock as long as his cartridges lasted, 
and killing sixteen of the enemy with 
his own hand before ho fell. All the 
property of the party was carried 
away, and a few days after the eaipty 
packing-cases and sixty-three dead 
liodies were found on the ground. 
Whether the rather questionable ac- 
tion of the Abbe Debaize caused this 
massacre is unknown, but at all events 
there seems to be a necessity of making 
the route which missionaries are now- 
taking more secnre if they are to prose- 
cute their work with security and suc- 
cess.
